Hornbiower LKeuppointed. 

President Cleveland today reappointed 
William B. Hornblower, of New York, to 
be ‘associate justice of the supreme court. 
It will be remembered that the senate did 
not act upon Mr. Hornblower’s nomination 
at the extra session, There was considera- 
ble opposition and the nomination weit 
over, opposition will be renewed and 
there are several senators who say he will 
not be confirmed. It is rare, however, that 
the senate ever refuses to confirm a presi- 
dential nomination, and if Mr. Cleveland 
pushes this as he usually dees Mr. Horn- 
blower will probably be confirmed, though 
it may take some time.

Washington, December 5.—The officiais 
of the state department have received no 
advices from Hawaii by the barkentine 
Iwhickitat, Which arrived at Port ‘Townsend, 
vesterday, from Hidgnolulu. They are = in- 
clined to discredit and question the accu- 
racy of the purported interview with Mun- 
ister Wihis in ‘Vhe tlonolulu Nvening Siar. 
They say that it would have been improper 
for Minister Willis to have thus ex yre ssed 
himself, and they do not beheve he did make 
the statements attributed to him. ‘This is 
the only reason advanced for discrediting 
the reported interview. The information 
that the carrying out of the president's in- 
structions had been delayed was evidently 
distasteful to the department, and unexpect- 
ed by thei. 
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as Arbitrator. 

Press representative re- 
a reliable source an inti- 
mation of the policy imtended to be pur- 
sued in Hawaii. The extent of the active 
influence intended to be employed in behalf 
of reseating Liliuokalani on the_ throne 
has probabiy been exaggerated. The pur- 
pose of the administration is believed to be 
rither to act as an arbitrutor between the 
two parties in dispute and endeavor to 
prevail on them to agree between them- 
selves. This was contingent upon the con- 
fident belief, based on the expression Ccon- 
tnined in the last fetter to Mr. Blount that 
the provisional government would fall to 
when it Was seen that annexation 
Was impracticable, leaving an open dispute 
between the ex-queen and the provisional 
government. The preseat government can 
ouly rely on the use of military force, pos- 
sess@d of most of the arms on the island, 
With a small white population to draw from 
to strernethen it.

Columbia, 8S. , December 5.—(Special.) 
State Commissioner Traxler today issued bis 
first report the state dispensary. from 
July ist to October Ist. lu opening 
retnarks he says: 

“I wish to bring to your notice that on 
June o0th all the Wass factories closed 
down until September 10th, and with only 
limited experience in this line, our purchases

of bottles were insuflicient to ude us through, 


and we were forced to buy a quantity of 
plain bottles (without the Palmetto design) 
to supply our dispensaries. Although eur 
contract Was explicitly understood to cover 
bottles full measure only, a small quatrti- 
ty wes shipped out before we detected, 
Which were short. I issued a qa@ireular to 
all dispensaries telling them of the fact, 
with instructions to sell no one without 
furnishing the information. With this ex- 
‘aption, our people have been furnished 
with good measure and proof goods, and, I 
believe, general ‘satisfaction hifs been given. 
We at first used barrels for shipments, but 
soon found out the breakuge was so heavy 
a better plan had to be adopted, and now 
we are usipg bottles which held regular 
quantities, afid at least 50 per cent 
breakage. Our working force 
a superintendent, bookkeeper and = assist- 
ant, fre'zht and oflice clerk, fourteen wo- 
men and forty men, who are busily engaged 
in washing, filling, corking, stamping, seal- 
ing, labeling and packing goods. I have 
recently heated the working floors with 
steam piping, which makes it comparative-y 
comfortable for our employes. 
ROO OVO Business «a Year. 

“The building is rather small to handle 
the business properly, still I belleve we 
ean pull through all right. It might not 
be amiss to mention in this connection that 
the figures point to at least $000,000 worth 
of business per annum. 

“In conclusion, alow me to call your at- 
tention to the manner in which the rail- 
ronds are treating us. You are aware the 
railroad commissioners made a special class 
for our shipments. To this the railroads 
protested, and refused to recognize it. So 
Wwe were forced to accept a rate on our 
goods which earries.a release on account 
of breakage or pay the high rate of first- 
class on all shipments. Our liquors are 
handled carelessly and roughly, as is shown 
by my account of breakage; and the robbery 
committed, as reported by our dispensers, 
shows willful neglect of duty by their em- 
ployes. We make our elaims for 
promptly and show their bills of lading that 
goods were reeeived in good order. tut 
the results are our ¢laims are refused, and 
we are told your goods are ‘released.’ We 
should have protection in this matter, un- 
less a remedy is applied, the state will con- 
tinue to suffer at their hands. Our freights 
have been refused and held because the 
charges did not accompany the goods, when 
we are informed any merchant in the 
can carry regular accounts. These 
ters show conclusively the obstacles and 
prejudice we have to contend with by the 
rauroads. While charging the same rate 
of freight as the other railroads, the Wil- 
mington, Columbia and Augusta and Geor- 
gia, Carolina and Northern have been more 
friendly to us and have treated us more 
courteously throughout.” :

This - thing is as Lrue as gospel, that Re- 
ceiver Comer and Mijton Swi ith, represeut- 
ing the Central Railroad, of Georgia and 
the Louisville and Nashville respectively 
have made up their minds io make some 
such change as th.s. They are bent upon put- 
ting Mr. Shellman jin charge of the business 
of the two roads. ‘he -y would have done 
it at the last meeting of the stockholders 
and directors of tue Western Runway of 
Aiabama and the Atlanta and West Point 
held uu Montgomery but for circumstances 
that shaped themselves after the meeting 
Wus called to order. 

lt is understood that Mr. Comer’s chief 
reisoag for Wwanuug a change in the wan- 
ugement of the Western vt AjJabama and 
the Atlanta and West Point is that he com- 
pains that the present danagement bas 
Dot given the Central a mghtful share of 
the business from that system of lines, 
having given the Kast Tennessee far more 
traffic than the Central. Mr. Comer wants 
the roads run 1) more close connection 
with the Cemtral. He wants a better truthe 
relation between the lines. 

But along with the changes contemplated 
by Mr. Comer, of the Central, and Mr. 
Swith, of the Louisville and Nashvif. e, 
there comes a ruminor paw to the effeet th: it 
the Georgia railroad is going to take a 
hand in the matter of controlling the At- 
lanta and Weost Point and the Weste TH

This, of course, means nothing else than 
that the Georgia rairoad is going to 
sert its claims and get closer to the Aj janta 
and West Point and the Western of Ala- 
bama than it has been in the past.

A state bank of issue bill was passed by 
the house yesterday morning. 

lt Was, with a tew Mudsicalions, the meas- 
ure prepared by - Veuch, of Bartow, 
but as a matter of legislative courtesy it 
Was christened th +’ Veach-Calvin substi- 
tute.” As a matfer of fact it contained 
Hone of the vital ‘features of Mr. Calvin's 
bill. 

Although the successful substitute 
With Lo organized or factional Opposition 
—unless the third party vote could be 
consirued—it was nove the less bitterly op- 
bosed upon the floor and only passed after 
4 stubborn contest. 

At the opening of the session the status 
of the matter briefly stated, was as follows: 

Both Mr. Calivin and Mr. Veach substi- 
tuted origina’ bills providing for the issuing 
of eirewating notes by the banks of the 
State, They differed (iiefly in the manner 
il Which these LVvlcs Were to secured 
and the volume tu be issued upon certain 
specified deposit of security. 

These bills were referred to a joint com- 
Mifttee of the house and senate, which event- 
ually Prepared a jew bill to be known as 
the “Veach-Calyiy substitute” and being 
really Mr. Veach’s bil! With some technical 
alterations. 

This substitute was by any means 
Satisfactory to Mr. Calyin and he thereup- 
On drafted @ subsifiute for ihe W hole, COVCT- 
ing al three of the weasures aiready pre- 
pared. It was this substitute Which, under 
Paliameutary ruies, yas first in order 
for debate at yesterday's session and after 
Sulne brief routine Wis read 
by the olerk. Its provVisios are very simi- 
lar to the first bil drawn by Mr. Calvin, 
the points of difference between the two 
being Un the vrder ju wWhica they vccur) 
4s itullows:

It sped.fies that one of the papers ip 
Which the redemption of the notes of a de- 
fau-ting bank are to be udveriised shall be 
Pubiished in Atlanta. 

It omits the clause forbidding the issuing 
of notes with the understanding that they 
shali not be presented for a given time. 

lt permits a bank to deposit at aby time 
the value of its nutes in cash, the state to 
then redeem the same. 

It provides that the law shall not be oper- 
ative until congress repeals the’ 10 per cent 
Clause on ‘the state banks.

Sage the vital question of the repeal of i), 
li) Cent tax and he disapproved e:)- 
paatealiy of the amendmen; Proposed that 
the bi] under discussion does hot become 
open ive until congress Passed such ao pe- 
peal a WW, 
He favored the Passage of the bill with 
out such restriction and believed that the 
best interests of the people would bt 6, )- 
served in allowing the banks upon the adop- 
ion of the measure to issue notes as nro 
vided. He was informed by authority that 
exme from very near tie president that 
Mr. Cleveland believed the law to be uv 
Constitutiona. and the best thing that 
state could do was to test the matter ps. 
Soon as possibie. Let the bonds proceed 
and the provisions of the law and carry 
the case for decision to the higher courts 


of the land. 

Proceeding, Mr. Calvin stated 
the title of the Calvin-Veach 
Was merely complimentary and that the 
meuure was practically the bi] submit- 
tel by Mr. Veach. »He ana‘ yzed the 
clauses of the Veach hill, specifying the 
security for the circulating notes and move;] 
the house that they wonld not command 


the confidehce of the public and that the 
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bill would lack in moral effect before con- 
Tress. 

While Mr. Calvin was speaking the time 
alowed for discussion expired, but un mo- 
ton of Mr. Branch, of Columbia, he was 
permitted -to proceed. After fifteen or 
twenty minutes more had elapsed Mr. 
Branch evidently decided that the argument 
had proceeded far enough and called time 
on the speaker. 

Reinarking that the house desired to 
make any progress in the eonsideration of 
the subjeat time must be nomized. he 
suggested that the best way to achieve that 
end .would be to lay both bills and all tie 
substitutes upon the table. 

It was a flagrant waste of time in his 
Opinion to discuss the measure hen Mr. 
Cleveand had expressed himeelf ab-soluteiy 
opposed to the repeal of the 10 per cont 
tax. The morning Constitution contained 
a telegram from Washington which. in his 
opinion, settled the matter and he desired 
to have a portion of it read to the house. 

Here Mr. Branch sent a marked copy of 
The Constitution the speaker’s desk 
and the Clerk proceeded an yead ‘} portion 
of the Washington special telegram on its 
first page. He was interrupted by an ob- 
jection from Mr. Hodge that it was not 
germane to the discussion and Mr. Hodge, 
of Pulaski, who was temporarily in tiie 
chair, ruled the point well taken.

Dividend Paying Stocks Break Badly. 
When an Advance Was Expected 
the Favorites Break. 


NEW YORK, December 5.—A feature of 
the speculation on the stock exchange today 
was an attack made on Atchison, the weapon 
used being ruworor. It was given out in the 
morning in the usual bear channels that the 
company had failed in its negotiations in 
London for a loan of $2,000,000, and that the-e 
would be a default on the January interest. 
President Reinhart is in London and there 
was no way of getting an authoritative state- 
ment only by cabling to him, which was done, 
and during the afternoon the answer cume: 
“There is no justification for the reports.” 
But in the meantime the stock was beiag sold 
freely. very largely on. orders from London, 
causing a break of 2 1-8 per cent, when the 
lowest level was reached, There w2s some 
purchase to cover short contracts, which re- 
sulted in a recovery of 7-8 per cent and the 
shares were fairly well held during the after- 
noon, but even when denial was given there 
was no response advance and the closing sale 
was at a decline of 1 7-8 per cent from last 
night.
